ORGANIZING THROUGHOUT THE SOUTH. 


A Statement Which Should Put People on 
Their Guard Against Political Marplots 
Who Would Lead Them Astray. 


WASHINGTON, February 2.—[Special.]— 
A’ lively sensation has developed 
here in the report that the third party 
movement in the south is being backed 
by the republican national campaign com- 
mittee. 

It is said*that the republican committee 
is quietly at work communicating with 
prominent advocates of the third party in 
Georgia and other southern states, and that 
republican emissaries are zealously at work 
in this new effort to break the democratic 
integrity of the south, as they have been 
unable to do it by any other method. 

A Contribution—Ah! 

The report goes that the republican cam- 
paign committee bas set aside a liberal 
contribution from its campaign fund to be 
used in spreading third party doctrine in 
the south. If this report is true, the third 
party movement in Georgia is being sup- 
plied from the republican national cam- 
paign fund with the wherewith with which 
to do the work of breaking up the demo- 
cratic party. 

it is a sharp trick of the republicans, 
and there seems to be no doubt that there 
is something in it. 

And Why Not? 

A well-known republican, on being asked 
concerning the matter tonight, said: 

‘Suppose it is so, though of course I 
know nothing about it, would it not be all 
right? The republican party never has had 
a fair showing with the south solidly 
democratic, and it never will until that 
condition of affairs is broken up. We can- 
not do it by making a straight fight as be- 
tween democracy and republicanism, but if 
the apple of discord is thrown into the 
democratic ranks by the republican managers 
it may. have the effect of dividing the 
democrats and giving the republican party 
a surer foothold in the south. It is fair 
politics, and it seems that the scheme, if 
such a scheme is on foot, is being worked 
to decided advantage frémh “the reports re- 
ceived from the south.”’ 

Democrats On to It. 


The democratic leaders here have no doubt 
but that the republican party is backing up 
the third party movement in the south, 
and most of the alliance members of con- 
gress have come to that conclusion. The 
matter is being very thoroughly investi- 
gated aud, while it is not probable that the 
republican campaign committee will leave 
any loophole by which it can be fixed on 
them, there is no doubt whatever but that 
they are leaving nothing undone to extend 
their encouragement to the third party 
movement in the south. 

This Is Their Game. 

Well-known republicans in the south 
have advised the republican managers here 
that this is the surest way in which to 
establish a republican hold on the south. 
After an unsuccessful effort of twenty-five 
years to break the democratic strength of 
the southern states, these shrewd men 
have about decided that they can accomplish 
better results by lending their influence to 
the effort to split the democracy and thus 
whip it by piecemeal instead of fighting it 
bodily. 

Corresponding with the “Leaders.” 

Active republicans are in correspondence 
With the republican campaign committee 
on the subject, and in some southern states 
it will be observed that many of the most 
active teaders of the new party came from 
the ranks of the republicans. : 

Whether or not the alliancemen of the 
south are going to be fooled to any ex- 
tent by this republican trick remains to 
be seen. But the alliancemen in congress 
Say that they will not be, and that the 
farmers will remain true and steadfast to 
the democratic party and will work through 
it their great mission of financial reform, 
which, if not successful through the demo- 
cratic party, cannot be won at all. 

The Day in the House. 

There was a continuation in the house today 
of the pleasant affair which occurred yesterday 
between “Rising Sun Stove Polish’ Morse, of 
Massachusetts, and his democratic colleague, 
the young student in politics, Sherman Hoar, 
who made such a jackass of himself in connec- 
tion with his refusal to vote for Speaker Crisp 
ou the occasion of his election by the house. 

Mr. Hoar rose today toa question of priv- 
ilege, and replied to Mr. Morse’s speech of yes- 
terday in extenso, much to the amusement of 
the members of both sides of the house and the 
Ralleries, Mr. Morse had charged the young 
man with having made a false and untrue 
statement, and that he was lacking in many of 
the qualities of a gentleman, in that he had 
kone to the government printing office and 
filched the manuscript of his (Morse’s) speech. 
He also referred again to the salt tears which 
Sherman Hoar had shed over the defeat of 
his idol for speaker, and said that the entire 
Speech of his colleague was for home consum 
tion. During the progress of Mr. Morse’s 
seg invectives, young Hoar stood in the 
arena of the house with his arms foided, look- 
ing like Napoleon watching the progress of a 
Zigautic battle. 

There was little sympathy with either of 
the men on either side of the house, 
and consequently the members, irrespective 
of party, enjoyed the amusing spectacle. At 
the conclusion of Morse’s speech young Hoar 
rushed up the center of the aisle, and facing 
the speaker with arms outstretched as though 
he was about to bid defiance to the Rising Sun 
Statesman, called out: ‘*Mr. Speaker,I think 
the gentleman has been advertised e h,” 
He intended it for a hit, but his ringing state- 


ment fell flat, and the applause did not 
materialize. . 
The Friction Has Passed Away. 

Whatever friction may have been visible 
within the democratic party in the house of 
representatives since the election of Speaker 
Crisp, can now be said to be rapidly disap- 
pearing. Since the discussion of the rules has 
been in progress Mr. Mills and his friends have 
supported the chair in many important par- 
ticulars when it wag thought that, perhaps, 
they would unite in the opposition. Mr. Mills 
himself came forward today, and, in a most 
vigorous speech, demonstrated the democratic 
position in regard to the Burrows amendment 
relaiing to the counting of aquorum. In fact 
he practical! resumed his old-time 
leadership, and to make his position evident 
he elicited the cheers of the democratic side of 
the house by announcing, with dramatic vigor : 
“I am a democrat!’’ The applause on the 
democratic side was prolonged, recalling the 
time when Samuel J. Randall made his 
famous announcement that both wings of the 
party would thereafter ‘‘flop together.” 

The amusing feature occurred later in the 
discussion, when Mr. Reed was proceeding to 
roast Chairman Springer for his previous atti- 
tude on the subject of counting a quorum. 
The ex-speaker was in the midst of some of 
his choicest sarcasm when his time expired. 
As soon as the chair had rapped him from 
the floor, Mr. Mills, who seemed to be 
thoroughly enjoying the position which Mr. 
Springer occupied, rose and secured recogni- 
tion. He immediately turned his time over to 
Mr. Reed in order that the roasting process for 
Mr. Springer’s benefit might continue. The 
incident caused a good deal of amusement on 
both sides of the chamber. 

The Ohio Factions Again. 

The factiona) fight in the republican party 
of Ohio, between the Sherman and Foraker 
wings, which subsided somewhat after the 
election of Sherman a month ago, promises to 
break out anew with unabated fury over the 
election of the delegation to the next national 
convention. The Sherman men want to fol- 
low up their victory and annihilate whatever 
power ex-Governor Foraker retains. <A secret 
conference was held at the treasury department 
yesterday, at which Senator Sherman, Secre- 
tary Foster, and other leading Ohiorepublicans 
of the Sherman persuasion, were present, at 
which it was decided to capture the 
Ohio delegation for Mr. Harrison, The 
president turned over the entire power of the 
administration in Ohio to Mr. Sherman during 
his contest, and Sherman intends to recipro- 
cate by relinguishing whatever hope or chance 


pe he may have of securing the nomination for 


himself, and throwing the weight of his 
influence to the president. The slate, 
for the delegates at large, was fixed up. It is 
to include Senator Sherman, Secretary Foster, 
Secretary of State Ryan and Chairman Habo, 
of the state committee. The young and 
vigorous element which follows Mr. Foraker, 
although it was hit hard in the recent contest, 
after ali only had its wind knocked 
out, and it is again on its 
feet with a chip on _ i=its_ shoulder 
spoiling for a fight. Foraker, himself, who 
usually goes around with a dark lantern hunt- 
ing for trouble, has learned a lesson from the 
recent contest, and he will probably not be dis- 
posed to make the fight against Sherman and 
Foster unless his success is practically assured 
beforehand. If he does, of course he will lead 
the Haine, Alger and other anti-adiniration 
forces. Should he decide not to enter the 
figut, it is possible that he may contrive to 
allow the state to go democratic by default, and 
thus even up the account which he is unable 
to settle in a fair fight. 
The Silver Bill. 

The senate committee on finance has de- 
cided to report adversly the Stewart silver bill. 
This will bring the matter up for discussion in 
the senate. 

Mr. Harter, who was moving for a demo- 
cratic caucus on tne silver question next Fri- 
day night, has dropped the matter. Mr. 
Bland says that Mr. Harter dropped it because 
he discovered that the goidbugs had no chance 
with the democratic party. 

The War Within the Cabinet. 

The war within the cabinet has reached the 
sensational stage. The friends of the presi- 
dent are retaliating with vigor upon the secre- 
tary of state, and if surface indications amount 
to anything in this connection, they are pav- 
ing the way for the retirement of the Plumed 
Knight. 

This is evidenced by a story given to the 
public today by the newspaper controlled by 
Postmaster General Hatton, whois a vicious 
anti-Blaine man. The story is designed to 
show explicitly the hostility existing between 
the secretary of state and the president. 

It states that a few days ago, at a dinner 
given by Senator Hale, Mr. Blaine indulged 
in a criticism -.of the president that 
was not only extraordinary, but must have 
been premeditated. There were present a 
large number of diplomats, including among 
those present the charge d'affaires of the 
Italian legation, the marquis imperiali. It 
was during the enjoyment of the cigars that 
the discussion turned on the Chilean affair. 
As a matter of course this subject was touched 
lightly and gingerly by those within the diplo- 
matic circles. Mr. Blaine, however, to the 
astonishment of all those present, became ex- 
cited and denounced the proposition that there 
had been any necessity for the attitude of this 
government looking toward war with Chile. 
He declared that the Valparaiso incident was 
by no means as serious as the assassination 
of the Italians in New Orleans, which took 
place some months ago. 

The Marquis Bowed. 


At these remarks the marquis imperiali is 
said tohave bowed and complimented Mr. 
Blaine on his magnanimity. The secretary 
of state hardly noticed the interruption, but 
proceeded to characterize in the severest 
terms the disposition to exact further conces- 
sions from Chile, and wound up by declaring 
in the most emphatic manner thatif the ad- 
ministration should adopt such a policy us 
that he repudiated it. 

This address, coming at the conclusion of the 
dinner, wasa general surprise, and the party 
broke upin silence. This event is said tohave 
occurred on Saturday evening, and the story 
has since ‘been gossiped about and has, ac- 
cording to the same authority, been confirmed 
by anumber of those present. If true, there 
was certainly no occasion for this sudden irrita- 
tion on the part of Mr. Blaine, nor his indispo- 
sition to concea! his sentiments towards the 
president. It is being directly charged by ‘the 
president’s friends that Mr. Blaine made one 
sort of representation to Minister Montt and 
another to the president throughout the 
pendency of the Chilean controversy. The 
president’s. friends insist that the episode at 
the Hale dinner is sufficient reason to cause 
him to ask Mr. Blaine what his 
future intentions may be as a cabinet officer. 
The issue, they say, isnot now whether Mr. 
Blaine is or not a candidate for president, or 
whether he intends to conduct the public af- 
fairs of the state department in good faith to- 
wards the president. That this strange situa- 
tion of affairs can last much longer is improba- 
ble. The open hostility shown by Mr. Blaine, 
they seem to fear, indicates that he (Blaine) 
is preparing toretireina great blaze of fire- 
works, intended to rally the entire Biaine sen- 
timent of the country against Mr. Harrison's 
renomination.

ATLANTA'S WELCOME 


To a Distinguished Visitor Within 
Her Gates, 


GROVER CLEVELAND PASSES THROUGH, 


Shakes Hands with a Number of 
Peopfe and Makes a Speech. 


HE TALKS ABOUT AGRICULTURE, ETC., 


But Religiously Eschews Politics—He Is 
ion His Return from a Hunting and 
Fishing Trip in Louisiana. 


Following THe ConstituTion’s editorial 
assurance that Atlanta would give a hearty 


.welcome to 80 distinguished a visitor, Grover 


Cleveland was given a royal reception as he 
passed through the city at noon yesterday. 

During a half hour’s detention at the union 
depot, the ex-president held a handshaking re- 
ception and madea short speech; many people 
there were who gathered to grasp his hand, 
aud his speech, though short, was heartily 
cheered. 

Heartily Cheered. 

As the train approached the city, the ex- 
president’s coming was announced by shriek- 
ing whistles, clanging bells, cheering crowds 
and a booming cannon. THE CoNsTITUTION 
had told all the city and the country around 
that he would arrive on the vestibule from 
New Orleans, and the citizens turned out to 
pay their respects. There was a deep-seated 
and widespread curiosity to see Mr. Cleveland, 
and as the train rolled into the city men were 
to be seen in windows, on roofs, on the tops of 
cars, anywhere that a being without wings 
could reach, and from which a glimpse of the 
vestibule could be obtained. 

A representative of Tur CoNnstTIruTION 
went to Newnan and rode in with Mr. Cleve- 
land, the ex-president talking pleasantly all 
the way and expressing freely his opinions on 
all topics save politics. A number of other 
newspaper men endeavored to secure talks 
with the distinguished visitor, but to only 
Editor B. M. Blackburn, of The Evening 
Herald, was that privilege granted. Mr. 
Blackburn is an enthusiastic Cleveland man, 
has been an earnest supporter of Cleveland in 
the past and is strongly in favor of his renoml- 
nation. He was postmaster at Madison during 
the Cleveland administration, and he has 
made the paper whose editorial policy hécon- 
tro!s the chief Cleveland organ of the state. 

Mr. Blackburn took an active part in the 
preparations forthe reception of Mr, Cleve- 
land. 

He arranged with the artillery to fire the 
salutes and was active in perfecting other ar- 
rangements. In this he was cordially assisted 
by members of the staff of The Evening Jour- 
nal. While Mr. Blackburn was arranging the 
salutes, representatives of -The Journal were 
sent to Mayor Hemphill asking if the big tire 


bell might be tolled, which permission was of 


course gladly granted by the business manager 
of THe CONSTITUTION. 
In the City. 

No sooner had the huge locomotive come to 
a standstill than the crowd surged around the 
Pullman coach Commodore, in which Mr. 
Cleveland and Charley Jefferson were sitting. 

The president infinitely preferred to indulge 
the ease and quiet which he had been enjoy- 
ing in his stateroom, but Atlanta has a will 
and a way of herown. Atlanta wanted to go 
home at dinner and say that she had grasped 
an ex-president by the hand, and she did not 
hesitate to discommode him to carry her 
point. Mr. Cleveland does not like tumultuous 
ovations, but the shouts kept up and Governor 
Northen, School Commissioner Bradwell, 
Colonel John Milledge, Major Warren, Cclone!l 
Jones and other statehouse officials entered 
the Puliman, addressed Mr. Cleveland and 
urged him to step out on the platform, make 
a speech and shake hands. 

‘*You will have to excuse me from speaking. 
Iam not doipgany of thatin publicon this 
trip,’’ the ex-president replied. 

He could not withstand the pressure, and 
walked out on the platiorm. Governor 
Northen raised his own soft, felt hat, made a 
sign for silence and proceeded to speak, while 
a reporter put his notebook against Mr. Cleve- 
land’s back and took notes. The governor 
said: ) 

“It gives me profound pleasure, fellow citi- 
zens, to present to youa democrat who puts 
principle above policy, who has convictions 
and the courage to express them. Fellow 
Georgians, your cheers tell me that our hon- 
ored visitor, ex-President Grover Cilevéland, 
needs no introduction. He declines to speak, 
but he will be glad to shake bands with all of 
you. Three cheers for Grover Cleveland.” 

The cheers were given and the handshaking 
proceeded. There looked to be fully one or 
two thousand pecple inthe depot. In their 
attempt to get up to the car they swayed 
forward and backward. It was certainly try- 
ing on Mr. Cleveland. He steadied his portly 
figure against the guard rail, and he took every 
hand that got within reach. Governor 
Northen stood by the ex-president’s side and 
endeavored to give some the honor of an intro- 
duction, but there was so much pushing that 
he had a difficult time of it. Governor Northen 
and Mr. Blackburn were standing with Mr. 
Cleveland, and, as the ex-pretident stood wait- 
ing for an opportunity to speak, the editor had 
his arm familiarly around him, the two con- 
versing earnestly. Nearly every individual 
had a personal remark to make to Mr. Cleve- 
land. 

Mr. Cleveland Speaks. 

Pausing for breath, Mr. Cleveland wiped 
away the perspiration which was threatening 
his snowy collar, stepped uv higher on the 
platform and in a deep, strong voice, said: 

Fellow Citizens—I have retused a bundred in- 
vitations to speak. Irefused your governor here 
when he came to me afew minutes ago, but it 
would take more backbone than [ am said to pos- 
sess for me to withstand your demands, I take 
this opportunity to heartily thank you for your 
cordial greeting and hospitable welcome, 

I have been on a trip g.ven up entirely to 
pleasure, and conducted in a manner as private as 
wossible, but everywhere the southern people have 
yween very kind. Such expressions of cordialit 

surprised me, for 1 know that they are sincire. 
shail go to my northern home more than ever im- 
pressed with the assurance that the people appre- 
ciate that servant whose duty is well done. 

Were I to speak further [ should touch on public 
questions and that would be out of place here, 

These brief remarks were delivereil tlaently 
but with not quite enough ring to reach out to 
the edge of the circle of listeners. All 
cheered lustily, however, those who did 
hear as well as those who did. 

The Handshaking Resumed. 

The handshaking was resumed. A group of 
ladies watched the proceedings from a little 
distance. Mr. Cleveland espied them, and 
made a profound bow. After standing on the 
platform for fifteen minutes, it was suggested 
that he should go through tiie train to the last 
car, and stand on the rear platform of that car, 
in order that the crowd could get a better look 
at him. He accepted the suggestion. On the 
way through the coaches one of the railroad 
officials said to Mr. Cleveland that Superin-

The train gave a lurch, the 
crowd cheered again, and Cleveland was 
gone, 

Incidents of the Trip. 

Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Jefferson passed 
through Atlanta Sunday night, January 17th, 
on their way to Joseph Jeffarson’s plantaton in 
Louisiana. They spent ahout ten days there and 
left New Orieans at 7:30 o’clock Monday night 
for New York. At Pass Christian, which was 
reached at 9:30 o’clock at night, the Cleve- 
land train was met by a band and a great 
many citizens, among whom were scores of 
ladies. The ex-president was induced to go 
out and he shook hands with all of them. 
Pretty soon after that he retired. 

At Montgomery scarcely any one seemed to 
be aware that a sleeping ex-president was in 
the city. When Opelika was reached Mr. 
Cleveland was at breakfast. Several cheers 
were given for him, but they did not interrupt 
his meal. A few people were on the lookout 
at LaGrange, but at Newnan the usual depot 
crowd was up at the farmers’ institute in the 
courthouse. Having read the announcement 
in Tue Constrirurion, the residents of 
Palmetto, Fairburn and East Point 
were represented when the vestibule train ar- 
rivéd. Mr. Cleveland kept the curtain to his 
window down while passing through the 
towns along the line. 

He was smoking an after-breakfast cigar 
when he received the card of TH# CoONsTITU- 
TION’S reporter. The newspaper man was re- 
ceived in the ex-president’s usual dignified 
manner. 

‘*You know that Iam trying to make this 
trip quietly and of ali things I prefer not to be 
interviewed,”’ said he. 

Mr. Cleveland was looking remarkably well. 
He was tanned and browner than when he 
started on his trip. He was not averse to a 
chat about his visit south and with the true 


.$portsman’s spirit he talked about the shooting 


he had enjoyed. 

‘‘I never had so much sport before in the same 
length of time,”” he remarked. ‘Iberia, the 
home of Mr. Jefferson’s father, is an ideal 
spot. The first two days we were there the 
weather was cold and rainy. It cleared off, 
though, grew mild and balmy and was splen- 
did hunting weather.’’ 

“And did you have good luck ?”’ 

“We are carrying back some trophies in the 
shape of antlers and skins to show what we 
killed.’”’ 

“Then you had a pleasant trip?” 

“Delightful! I have enjoyed it immensely, 
and have heard Mr. Jefferson say the same a 
dozen times. We met many pleasaut people, 
and I regret that it was impossible to accept 
the hospitality offered.” 

Mr. Cleveland was interested in his visit to 
the sait mines of Louisiana,and during that ex- 
perience hospitality was lavished upon him, It 
was a recollection of that which inspired him 
to declare that the south has charms 
which are not rivaled elsewhere. 

The cotton fields through which he rode all 
the forenoon interested him. 

‘The planters I have met on this trip tell 
me that the past season has been one of the 
most distressing they have experienced in 
years. That is lamentable. When the pro- 
ducers of our great staples suffer all branches 
of business feel it keenly.”’ 

Passing a cotton factory at Newnan, Mr. 
Cleveland commented uponit, stating in his 
direct, forcible way that the south is the,place 
for capitalists to investin cotton manufact- 
ure. Iron men were quick to re 
move their plants from the north to 


Alabama and Tennessee tields when it was 


demonstrated that production is cheaper in 
the south thanin Pennsylvania. Elaborating 
on this point Mr. Cleveland passed from the 
conversational to an argumentative tone and 
his talk bristled with sta®stics. 

“The prosperity of our agricultural popula- 
tion is a question to which no man in public 
life can be indifferent. Our manufacturing 
and commercial interests have had the bene- 
fit of fostering legislation to the exclusion of 
those interests which are directly associated 
with the cultivation of the soil. In Massa- 
chussetts there are too many peopie to the 
square acre for profitable farming. In Geor- 
gia there are two few, and I am informed that 
large plantations are looked upon as an evil.” 

Replying to an inquiry about Ruth and Mrs. 
Cleveland the man of state said that he had 
nothing but good news from home. 

Just about this time the train went whiz- 
zing by astation wherea small group stood 
waving hats and handkerchiefs and excitedly 
signaling the engineer to stop. 

“Do you know that I blame THe ConstTiITv- 
TION for allthese demonstrations which we 
have had?” inquired the president. 

‘‘How do yon make that out, sir?” 

‘‘Why we slipped away from New York 
without the papers finding it out and had it not 
been for THk CONSTITUTION scarcely any one 
would have known of our going or coming. 
You caught us both ways. 

“By the way,” he added, “my friend, who 
some one said was Mr. Lamont, is Mr. Clinton 
Jefferson here.” 

Mr. Cieveland will arrive in New York this 
afternoon over the Richmond and Danville 
and the Pennsylvania lines, Some of his 
friends are to hold a meeting there next week. 
Until that conference he will hardly make 
any public expression on political questions.

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SHOT TO DEATH 


In a Scoffle with His Sixteen-Year-Old 
Son. 


DEPUTY COLLECTOR PORTER DEAD, 


He Went Home in a Drunken, 
Quarrelsome Condition 


AND BADLY ABUSED HIS _ FAMILY. 


The Son Comes to Their Rescue with a 
Pistol and Ends the Affair with 
a Tragic Result, 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 2.—[Special.]— 
David Porter’s son, David, was this morning 
acquitted by the coroner’s jury of responsibil- 


ity in the.death of his father. 


The verdict, made up after a brief delibera- 
tion, was: : 

David Porter came to his death from a pistol 
shot wound; said pistol was discharged while in 
the hands of said David Porter, deceased, during 
a scuffie for its possession by his son, David, and 
his daughter, Reby, and we consider his death uc- 
cidental. 

The Boy in the Case. 

David Porter, Jr., is sixteen years old, five 
feet in height. Heis of unusual brightness, 
and graduated from the high school with 
honors. This morning he was as cool as if he 
had been injno wise instrumental in his father’s 
death. Indeed, one might have thought that 
instead of being hia father’s, it was the body of 
an utter stranger which was lying on the bier 
in the center of the parlor, when he entered 
that room to tell of the occurrences that led 
up to his death. Ashe opened the door, he 
glanced over the faces of those in the room. 
Then he walked over to the bier and looked 
down at the body without evincing the slight- 
est concern. Slowly he lifted the pieces of 
linen that shut out his dead father’s features 
from sight. Carefully he turned them over 
until the face was revealed. Then he bent 
over as if he were studying the half-blackened 
countenance. His face almost touched that of 
the dead. Every eye was turned on the boy, 
but he seemed oblivious of his surroundings, 
After a minute had passed, he pressed his lips 
to the forehead and then straightened up, 
slowly and tenderly laid the linen cloth over 
the face again, and walked away to the corner 
of the room, and sat down. Not a muscle of 
his face had twitcbed. If he felt any emotion 
it was concealed from the gaze of those about 
him. When he spoke it was with as much 
deliberation as he had acted. Soself-possessed 
was he that he never even faltered fora word 
with which to express himself. 

The Story of the Crime. 

Last night some one came in the house, he 
stated, and went downinto the basement. 
They thought it was their father, but he failed 
to come up when supper was announced. Af- 
ter that, hearing some one moving about and 
thinking it might be arobber, he went up 
stairs and gota revolver from his mother’s 
bureau. He and his sister decided that it was 
their father, aud thought he was 
ashamed of his condition, and would 
not come up while they were there. 
Fearing he might attempt suicide 
while drunk, he and his sister took his sword 
and the knives out of the dining room, and 
later locked the door and went up to the room 
of their mother, who has been a confirmed 
invalid for years. The boy went into his 
room when he heard his father coming up 
the stairs. His sister went toberroom. The 
father began quarreling with the mother 
about the locking of the dining room door. 
The daughter went into her brother’s room 
and asked him to back her up, as she wanted 
to relieve her mother of the blame. 

The Boy's Story. 

“T told her all right,” he continued; “then 
she threw open the door and told him she had 
locked the dining room. He advanced and 
struck her. I said to him, ‘Don’t you dare do 
that again.’ He answered: ‘D—n you! it’s 
you, is it?’ Headvanced toward me to strike 
me. I had the pistolin my hand. I pointed 
it toward him to intimidate him. Then I 
pulled the trigger as he approached with up- 
lifted fist. I do not know whether that bullet 
struck him or not. He kept on towards me, 
cursing. He said, ‘That's all right, Dave; 
you'll learn to use a pistol next time.’ Then 
he clinched with me in my sister’s room. 
While we were down he had his knee on me, 
One of my hands was around the barrel and 
stock of the pistol, while he had hold of it in 
the middle. When the second shot was fired, 
we were in that position. When the third 
shot was fired, I did not have 
hold of the pistol. I got hold 
of the pistol then, and told mother to go back 
to her room as she might be shot. Father 
walked toward the room. Soon afterward I 
saw him in the chair with his head thrown 
back and the blood on his neck. I cried out, 
‘He is dead,’ and ran out for the doctor. Prior 
to that I went to a neighbor’s for assistance. I 
called the doctor, then I went over to the bar- 
racks and gave myself up.”’ 

The boy showed no signs of nervousness or 
excitement throughout the telling of the story. 
His mother’s testimony, and that of his sister, 
a girl eighteen years old, was largely corrob- 
orative. Everything showed the family life 
had been an unhappy one for some time past. 

The Dead Man. 

The dead man was in his fiftieth year. He 
was a native of Maryland, and served with 
creditin the union army. He was past grand 
master of the Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows of Georgia, and past department com- 
mander of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
He was deputy collector of this port. The 
body will probably be taken to Augusta, his 
old home, for interment.

There Is Trouble Down at Waycross 
with a Mob. 


PRISONERS GUARDED NIGHT AND DAY. 


Other News from the Capitol—The Con- 
federate Widows Are Being Paid 
Off—Rome’s Bid. 


The war cloud seems to bave drifted from 
Chile to south Georgia. 

There is trouble in Ware county again, and 
the military companies have been called out 
to guard the peace. 

Yesterday the wires were kept red-hot with 
bulletins and commands to and from Georgia's 
governor. The communications began Sunday, 
but Governor Northen kept everything quiet 
until yesterday, when the affair seemed to 
partake of such a serious nature that he gave 
out the whole thing to the public. 

The trouble arises from mob-force being 
threatened against the safe transportation of 
some prisoners charged with rioting. They 
were to be cafried from the Savannah jail tos 
Waycross for trial, and the following telegram 
received by the governor Saturday night tells 


the story : 

Brunswick, Ga., January 30.—W. J. Northen, 
Governor. A special term of court for the trial 
of capital felonies will be held at Waycross on 
Monday for prisoners in the Savannah jail. The 
sheriff of Ware county wires me as follows: “A 
mob is along the railroad to lynch the prisoners 
when brought from Savannah. The mob has a 
man in Savannah to let then know when they are 
coming. S. f°. MILuer, Sheriff. 

Two unsuccessful attempts have been made to 
lynch these men. Inmy opihion public justice 
demands that the sheritf be provided with a 
niilitary escort of such strength as will protect 
him in his passage to Waycross, and likewise en- 
able him to safely keep the prisoners until dis- 
posed of by due process of law. He 1s instructed 
toawait vour instructions at Savannah. Wire, 
care Sheriff Ronan.

Things went on quietly enough until yester- 
day. The governor thought she sheriff had 
ordered a sufficient force of military men to 
guard the prisoners safely to their trial, and 
thought no more danger would turn up. 

It seems, though, that those prisoners have 
to be watched and protected as closely as little 
chickens from the claws of a suspected hawk. 

Yesterday the following telegram was re- 
ceived from Colonel Wight, commanding the 
Fourth Georgia regiment: 

ALBANY, Ga., February 2.—Governor W. J.

Gillam peacefully passed away, his heart 
having ceased all action. Dr. Louis M. Gil- 


-lam has been for many years a resident of 


Georgia, and was well! and favorably known as 
a physician. Several years ago he pre d the 
formula from which the ‘B. B. B.”’ medicine 
has since been so extensively manufactured, 
Dr. Gillam was a South Caroliniar by birth, 
but has spent the principal portion of his life 
in Georgia. For some time he has not been an 
active practicing physician, but ~ has 
contined himself to the conduct of a 
drug business in West End and other 
interests with which he was _ identified. 
He was sixty-seven years old and leaves a wife 
and several children. He was. the father of 
Mrs. Julia Harris, of Waco, Tex.; Mrs. 
Bowling Whitfield, of Brunswick; Mrs. Eva 
P. Pinson, Mrs. James M. Perry, Mr. James 
S. Gillam and Wigley 8S. Gillam, of this city. 
The funeral will take place today from the 
family residence, 24 Oak street. The body 
will be interred at Oakland. 

Rev. William P. Smith, late pastor of the 
Asbury Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
who died of heart failure Sunday night, was 
buried yesterday. The funeral services were 
held in Trinity church and were largely at- 
tended, as was the interment at Oakland. 
Kev. Mr. Smith, as a member of the north 
Georgia conference for fifteen years and as 
pastor of Asbury church for the past three 
years, was well known and much beloved 
in Atlanta and throughout north Georgia.

the bright moonlight. General Lane was disabled 
by wounds and hobbled twenty-tive miles on one 
leg, Supported by two companions.

He carried 
a regiment to the confederate service and rose to 
a brigadier generalship. He had three horses 
killed under him during this war, and was 
wounded at the battle of Manstield. He has filled 
local and county offices for several terms, and has 
been president of the Texas-Mexican Veterans’ 
Association for the past seven years. 

The many friends of Rev. P. A. Hughes will be 
sorry to hear of his death, which occurred at 11 
o’elock. last night. He was an old eitizen and 
well known, “Few men of his age have lived and 
devoted as much time to religious work, and so 
well and favorably known and loved, as was this 
aged minister. He lived at Decatur for several 
years, moving back here in 1879. He leaves his 
aged wife, who is still sick and said to 
be improving. Beside her he leaves one son, Mr.

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MR. GLENN'S VIEWS. 


The Author of the Bill to Tax Railroads 
by Counties Talks, 


THE TROUBLE IS ON THE AMENDMENT. 


How the Author ofa Bill with Questiona- 
gble/Validity Intended to It Work!When 
First He Conceived It—Reargument. 


In the question of the validity of the Glenn 
bill, providing for a county tax on railroads of 
Georgia, which 1s now giving trouble to the 
minds of the supreme court judges, the hitch 
seems tobe ona senate amendment to the 
original bill, as introduced by Mr. W.C. 
Glenn. 

The defect with the bill is that it does not 
seem to apply uniformly on all railroads, That 
is what bothers the supreme court. 

Speaking of the bill from this point of view, 
and dwelling especially upon the questions 
asked by the court in calling for a re- 
argument on the bill, Mr. Glenn, the well- 
known author of the bill, said yesterday: 

“The original purpose in my mind when I 
framed the bill was to tax the railroads of Geor- 
gia by counties uniformly and ad valorem. 
Two propositions confronted me; first, there is 
no property in Georgia exempt except by 
specitication ; second, itis just that railroads 
should be taxed by counties just as individual 
citizens and corporations are, 

“The bill that I put through the house, and 
fought so hard for, had seven sections. It 
only applied to railroadsonan ad valoram 
basis of taxation. If there were any railroads 
in Georgia that were not taxable by counties 
under this general application, then they 
would have had tocome forward and prove 
itafterwards. The bill had noavenues to en- 
It was general. I was go- 
ing to tax every railroad in Georgia ad valorem 
by counties. The bill went on to state that 
‘all railroads doing business in- Georgia’ should 
make returns at a certain specified time of the 
property of that road in certain counties, just 
like individuals have todo. It was clear. 

“But, when this bill went to the senate, 
Judge John I. Hall put an additional section 
toitin the shape of asenate amendment. It 
is section 4 of the bill as it stands now, and 
goes into details and brings the law down to 
touch upon railroads taxable on net income, 
also, and taxable upon grossincome. Here is 
where all this trouble arises, and here is the 
trouble with the supreme court.”’ 

“Do you think then that the Georgia rail- 
road can be taxed by this law, it being a road 
exempted in itscharterfrom a tax of more 
than one-half of 1 per cent on the net in- 
come ?” was asked. 

“Yes, I do. The charter of the Georgia 
railroad says it cannot be taxed by the state of 
Georgia, from which it gets its charter, more 
than one-half of 1 per cent, but it does not say 
that counties shall not tax the road, and it 
would have to stipulate this condition before 
the property of the Georgia road ‘can be ex- 
empt. Railroad charters have been held by 
the supreme court of Georgia to be contracts be- 
tween the state and the road. Not contracts be- 
tween counties. A contract with a state does not 
prevent a county from taxing a railroad unless 
so stipulated in the contract. I say this about 
the Georgia, and it applies, too, tothe Central, 
with even stronger force. 

‘There is one road in the state that is 
exempt, believe. In its charter it states 
plainly and directly to the point that never 
sha!l any duty, tax or imposition of any kind 
be put on its property anywhere in Georgia. 
The others do not state any such unquestion- 
able exemption as this.”’ 

The reargument of thecase willcome up 
before the supreme court onthe third Mon- 
day in February and promises to be one of the 
most interesting cases heard before the su- 
preme court for many a day, as it involves not 
only about a million dollars to the counties of 
Georgia already, but a half million each year 
hereafter.

fifteen million doliars, to take up and discuss 
certain items, and in doing so has criticised the 
tanagement of the company in these details very 
severely. This constitutes an added, and by itself 
a sufficient reason, why I should yo with you over 
the ground traversed ‘by the insurance depart- 
ment in order that your attention may be called to 
many related facts which do not appear in the 
report. The department's criticisms cover several 
phases of management, especially investments in 
real estate and agency work. The criticisms of 
real estate matters call attention to losses which 
one j be divided into actual losses, which I admit, 
anc losses theoretical, which arise frow differences 
of opinion. 1 admit certain losses which 
Iwill point out specifically, with the attendant 
circumstances, and I raise the question of ditfer- 
ence of vpinion as to the remainder. Before 
entering on the discussion of any of those matters, 
it is dus to all parties to say the investments are 
made only with the approval of the finance com- 
Inittee, consisting of hve members, and of which 
lam a member ex-officio. 

Plaza hotel. The report alleges a loss 
on “peed property of $283,994. The superinten- 
sonuection ger o's a eee Se 
of such preat value, the onted oe eer mt — 

eres te, | pinions of real estate ex- 
perts of equal ability and integrity often differ, 
a= other able and conscientious appraisers 
ight value this property at higher figures and 
éven beyond is cost.” The gentleman, who by 
direction of the superintendent of insurance, 
Valued this property at $2,500,000, is a man emi- 
hently qualified to give an opinion on = such 
aquestion. But it is also a fact that another ren- 
tieman, of equal ability and character, within a 
few weeks, testified before the supreme court of 
the state of New York, that, in his judgment, the 
property atthe present time is worti $3,000,000. 
From your point of view then, is it not fair to con- 
ciude that the alleged loss may, after all, be only a 
matter of opinion. But the cise will bear one 
more comment. This property is as tinely located 
as iny on Manhattan island, for hotel purposes, 
and perhaps as finely as any hotel property in the 
Uuited States. It is in the line of increasing 
values, and in my judgment will ultimately yield 
coe company a large return on the original invest- 
nent. 

¢. Hlome office building. Their report alleges a los 
On tins property of $364,295. Its book value is 
31 (914,295, and itenters the superintendent's report 
at $1,550,000. To illustrate again how opinions 
vary as to the value of real estate, let us make a 
parallel between this and property of a 
Similar character in New York and draw 
aconclusion. Take the value placed upon our, 
home office buiiding tor the purvoses of taxation 
and place it beside the same value of the Equita- 
ble Life Insurance Society’s home office building. 

Phe official valuation for purposes of taxation of 
your home office building 18 $1,050,000; of the 
Equitable home oftice building, $3,800,000. A state- 
ment of the figures at which each property was 
entered in the assets of its respective company, 
December 31, 1890, is as follows: The home oftice 
building of the New York Life, $1,914,000: home 
office of the Equitable, $15,140,000. The depart- 
ment’s estimate of t e value of our property is ap- 
proximately 80 per cent, whilethe assessor’s fig- 
ures for the purposes of taxation are littie more 
than 50 per cent of its book value. As the gentle- 
men who appraised our home office building has 
never made an appraisal of the value of the Equi- 
table’s home office building, we can hardly draw a 
conclusion from that basis, ~ but, figuring 
irom the vaiue placed upon it by 
the assessors, its total value would 
be approximately $7,600,000, if the book 
value of our home office were accepted at par. I 
cite these figures as strongly bringing out the 
truth of my suggestion concerning opinions as to 
real estate value. Every one is familiar with the 
eminent success of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, and no one would be so absurdly unjust 
to that company as to allege a loss on this one 
— of real estate of $7,500,000, or indeed, any 

oss atall. From the policy holders, view there- 
fore is it not worthy of your consideration that in 
this case, as in the matter of the Plaza hotel, the 
loss alleged, is after all, perhaps a matter of 
opinion. 

In fact Lcould cite you good authority on real 
estate values in New York who will place on our 
home office building today a valuation in excess 
of its cost. There are many reasons why this 
estimate would be conservative. In the first 
place, the real estate was purchased in 1869 and is 
exceptionally well located. Any one who knows 
anything about the history of real estate values 
in New York for twenty years.will agree that there 
has been during that period a heavy advance in 
this, and all property similarly situated. 

The building has not been allowed to deteriorate 
in any particular and it would seem that our state- 
ment of actual cost 1,914,000 was a very con- 
servative figure. 

3. Holbrook hall, now called the Yosemite. On 
this item, a loss has been made. Briefly the facts 
are these: In 1882, we madea loanon this prop- 
erty, when in course of construction; and after 
the man to whom the loan had been made spent, 
not only his own means (a considerable sum) but 
the money loaned him as well, he failed, and we 
were obliged to foreclose. The cost of the prop- 
erty to us after the foreclosing was very little 
more than the amount of the loan. The work of 
se Seg the structure was then placed in the 
hands of an eminent constructing engineer. He 
supplemented his own knowledge by employing 
an architect and the building was finished. It 
was filled witha desirable class of tenants, and 
would have paid a fair return on its cost, but for 
two errors, which could not have been 
before seen, and which do not justly 
subject the finance committee to the 
charge of making a bad _ investment of 
money. In carrying out a theory of fire-proof 
construction, the architect made the same error 
yrecisely that the architect of Vice President 
Morton's hotel, the Shoreham,at Washington, 
made, and both buildings had to be reconstructed 
for substantially the same reason. The mistake 
of the architect in each case was in creating such 
a condition that dryrot speedily destroyed the 
timbers, and the buildings had to be vacated at 
once. It was then discovered that in addition, the 
foundations of Holbrook hall, put in by the men 
who first obtained the loan, were insecure, andas a 
final result the whole structure had to come down. 
It was then rebuilt under the supervision of 
McKim, Mead and White, on the most approved 
lines, and there is not a finer structure of its class 
in this country today. The absolute loss to us 
there was approximately the cost of the first 
building. This we charged off and entered the 
property in our annuai statement at the cost of 
the present buildings and ground—the figures, 
$729,066. The appreiser of the insurance departinent 
refused to accé@pt the amount and §$480,009 
was named insteadjand entered in the insurance 
department findin It is proper toadd that on 
our present basis’ of rental, this property will 
yield, when fully rented, a net income of 6% per 
cent on the value placed upon it by the insurance 
department, and would yield a little more than 4 
yer cent on our valuation. ($729,066.] I do not 
desire to evade full responsibility for myself and 
the finance committee in this matter. The claim 
of infallibility in the investment and reinvest- 
ment of hundreds of millions of doliarsis one I 
have never set up. 

4. The Paris property. This property was pur- 
chased some years ago, under the supervision of 
the chairman of our finance committee, who was 
on the ground at the time. His investigations as 
to the value of the property were most searcbing 
and the purchase was made with all due care. 
That the rental value of the property has since 
depreciated is true, and that there is a0 apparent 
lc 38 is true, but if the superintendent had not only 
secured an appraisal of the walue of the property 
as it now stands, but also had investigated the 
value of the property when it was purchased, 
he could fully have satisfied his duty as an exam- 
iner, and at the same time could have given you a 
satisfactory reason for the original price paid. 
But no such investigation was made, and as his 
findings seem to do us an injustice, not only as 
above cited, but also in the value placed upon the 

roperty now, the matter will beara word more 
in explanation. It was brought to wy notice dur- 
ing Lhe’ superintendent's investigation that tbe 
figures, supplied by the on of taxation of 
the French government on his request, represented 
values fixed solely for his particular purposes. 
Our manager at Paris, with a great deal of diffi- 
culty, succeeded in getting the Credit Foncier, 
the largest institution of its kind in France, anda 
society, the reputation of which is well known 
throughout Europe, to have a valuation made of 
our property. 

“Phis valuation was made with the greatest care 
by two of its most experienced inspectors, and 
their findings xe oop attested were submitted 
to the superintendent of insurance. He preferred, 
however, inasmuch as he could not procure in the 
limited time at our disposal, an admission from 
the French government that its figures repre- 
sented taxabie value only, to reject the figures of- 
fered. In this way the estimate of the inspectors 
exceeds the ficures of the French government by 
$163,000, and the estimate of its prospective value, 
based on improvements certain to be made by 
the city of Paris, exceeds the figures adopted by 
the superintendent by $393,600. As I understand 
it, the variation in the superintendent's figures 
from the probable value of this oy tm J is similar 
to the loss which would —— if the home office 
building ot the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
should be entered in aschedule of its assets at 
$3,800,000, its value for purpose of taxation, and 
not at $15,000,000, its book value. To place the 
property of the Equitable in a schedule of its as- 
sets at such a total a8 to show a joss of $11,440,000 
would be so unjust as to become absurd, yet a 
similar thing seems to have been done in this 
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St. Paul, Kansas City and Omaha at their cost to 
the company, but his opinion of the wisdom of the 
investment seems to be uncertain. As this 
com ape indicates there is no immediate pros- 
pects that they (the buildings) will prove as profit- 
able as the investments of life insurance com- 
panies should, I desire to offer a word in that cen- 
nection. There are two reasons why the iim- 
mediate income from these properties is smaller 
than we may fairly expect to receive in the 
future. First, the buildings were begun under 
normal conditions, but were completed in the 
uidst of a period of business depression, in the 
four cities mentioned, and accordingly we have 
had fewer tenants and lower rents than we may 
reasonably expect hereafter. Second, the build- 
ings were located witha view to future develop- 
ment of their respective cities, Any one who has 
observed the rapid growth of the west will ap- 
pretiate the necessity of considering the future, 
even more than the present, in the location of 
an office building. Present revenue was 
therefore not so much of a consideration as that 
the buildings should be so located that the future 
may tend constantly to increase, and not decrease, 
the rent-producing power and value of the prop- 
erties. You will understand, of course, that invest- 
ments of this character are valuable, because the 
element of risk in reinvestment is practically 
eliminated. The money expended in this way is a 
fixed item for a- long period of years. The full 
wisdom or folly of such a transaction is developed 
by time. You will be interested to know, how- 
ever, that one of these buildings is already yield- 
ing us a fair return on the money invested, and I 
am further advised by competent authority that 
Since the date of our purchase of the real estate 
on which these buildings are situated, there has 
been a net appreciation in its selling value of 
$500,000, as shown by appraisals made at the 
close of 1890, and by purchase of adjoining prop- 
erty since made by other people. In entering 
these properties on our books, and in submitting 
our estimate of their value tothe superintendent 
which he accepted, we did not take this evident 
increase into account. As evidence that the erec- 
tion of this chain of western buildings was well 
considered, I point you to the tact that the invest- 
ment was entered upon after discussion and ap- 
proval by the board of trustees. Itis my theory 
that it is only fair to the members of a company 
like ours, the nature of whose business makes 
large accumulations of noney necessary, that the 
money Should be invested, as far as 
practicable to those sections of the country 
whence it emanated. In this case apart of the 
inoney received was invested amongst the people 
who paid it, The only theory on which these 
buildings can be rated, as bad or even doubtful 
investments, is one which discredits the future 
growth of the western states. The reports notice 
that “as advertisements of the company that they 
(the buildings) no doubt have a_ consid- 
erable value,” This is eminently true. 
The territory, in which these buildings 
serve especially to advertise the company, 
includes the states of Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota, Montana, lowa, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Missouri, Texas and Indian Territory. 
The people of these states have constant business 
and social intercourse with one or mors of the cities 
in which the buildings have been placed. The 
buildings have, therefore, become widely known, 
for, as the superintendent's report says: “Each of 
them forms one of the attractions of the city in 
which it is located.’’ Theirinfluence on the com- 
pany’s business isextremely important In 1886, 
the year before the buildings were begun, the 
aggregate new insurance written by the company 
in the territory in question was $8,470,200. This 
arcregate has steadily increased until for the year 
IS9L it amounted to $28,859,950, which is the largest 
business that was secured in that fleld during that 
year by any life insurance company, and not only 
was the quantity of the business remarkable, but 
its quality was such as to make it most desirable 
in every way. Without the buildings, it is safe to 
gay, such results could not have been obtained. I 
mav add, by way of general comment on real 
estate matters, that while the superiniendent’s 
notice that the company owns 147 
parcels of real estate, and has 
900 other parcels under mortgage, and the further 
fact that these properties are scattered, not only 
through many states of this country, but over 
two continents, the nature of his duties made it 
necessary, perhaps, to omit commenton the real 
estate transactions in which profits have been 
realized, and to confine himself practically to the 
four parcels which he discusses; but your inter- 
ests reach further and you will naturally be 
pleased to learn in this way, not only the relation 
of the items criticised to the company’s total 
holdings, but alsothe circumstances surrounding 
each case. If these related facts tell you anything, 
it is the probable existence today of a surplus 
largely in excess of $15,000,000. We all accept the 
superintendent’s figures, yet as you and I are pe- 
culiarly interested in the whole case, we are per- 
mitted between ourselves to view the possible ef- 
fect of these facts. Suppose, for ex- 
ample, that the superintendent had ac- 
cepted the well-known opinion of one of 
the heaviest holders of New York real estate, as 
the value of the Plaza hotel—§$2,750,000—and that 
he had accepted the value of our home office 
building on a rental basis of 5 per cent net, and 
that he had accepted the inside figures of the in- 
spector of the credit (Foncier) as to the value of 
the Paris property, his net deductions on real 
estate, including his heavy deductions on Hoi- 
brook hall, would have been only $429,309.25. This 
alone would increase our surplus $800,000. 

Agency Management. Under the head of agency 
management, the superintendent of insurance 
Says that the funds of the company to the extent 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars have been 
advanced to these agents without interest and 
upon insufficient security. To persons unfamiliar 
with the life insurance business, this statement 
would seem to indicate the worst possible 
management of our agency department. The 
facts ought, therefore, to be fully explained. The 
general system upon which advances have been 
made to agents by this company, and by other 
life companies, may be illustrated as follows 
(the figures used being merely illustrations and 
not the terms offany actual existing contract): 

The company, we will say, enters into a con- 
tract with Brown, whois general agent for a 
State, that he shall receive a commission of 25 per 
cent of the first year’s premiuimon all policies 
placed by him, and a renewal commission of 5 
per centon each renewal premium paid on such 
policies. Brown, of course, finds it necessary to 
employ Jones and others as sub-agents, and he 
ordinarily pays them the 25 per cent com- 
mission allowed him by the company 
on first-year premiums, srown relies 
upon his renewal commissions’ for his 
own compensation, but while he continues in ac- 
tive service he is frequentiy allowed to drawa 
fixed amount against commissions for his living 
expenses, such amount being regulated by the cir- 
cumstances of the case as competition increases, 

Brown finds thatin order toretain Sub-agent 
Jones he will be obliged to pay more than 25 per 
cent commission. Todothis Brown is obliged to 
make anew arrangement with the company. In- 
stead of increasing Brown's first year’s commis- 
sion, the company agrees to advance to him a sum 
equal to two renewals, or 10 per cent, on business 
secured by Jones, and to holdall of Brown’s future 
renewal commissions under the contract as‘se- 
curity for the advance. 

Brown is now able to pay Jones 35 per cent com- 
mission, and so retain his services, but at the end 
of the year Brown is apparently in debt to the 
company in an amount equal to 10 per cent of all 
the tirst year’s premiums secured by Jones, and 
the larger the business secured by Jones the larger 
the apparent debt. This will continue until such 
time, as the old business kept on the books greatly 
exceeds the amount of bew business annually 
done. Ina rapidly increasing business this result 
will not be reached for several years, but if the 
total amount paid to Brown has not exceétied 
what the business was actually worth, the time 
will come when the commissions accruing uncer 
his contract will exceed the total cost of the 
vear’s business. . Brown’s business from this 
time forth will require a less expenditure on tie 
part of the company, in proportion to its volume, 
than heretofore, and bis so-called indebtedness 
as it appears under his contract, wiil disappear 
more rapidly than it accumulated, at which time 
Brown will realize the profit for which he has 
worked. The cowpany, having already paid for 
this business in large part, will bave a lower ex- 
pense rate to thisextentin the future and the 
surplus will be correspondingly increased. You 
will notice that this debt does not represent 
money which Brown has sqaundered or retained 
for his own uses. 

He has simply used the money to carry on coin- 
pany business. If it should happen that Brown’s 
renewal commissions fail to cancel the debt, the 
business has simply cost the company what it 
cost Brown, aad thecompany has taken good care 
that the total amount of commission and ad- 
vance received by Brown should never be 
a sum greater than the new business secured by 
him was worth. 

1. L. C. Vanuxem & Co. The superintendent 
criticises the agency of Messrs. L. C. Vanuxem & 
Co., at Philadelphia, Pa., and alleges a debt to the 
company on accountof what he terms extrava- 
rant allowances of several hundred thousand 

oliars. Referring to the illustrations above of 
the method on which a general agent’s business is 
conducted, and the manner in which an apparent 
debt might be contracted, when I state that 
from 1887 to 1891 inclusive this firm wrote busi- 
ness aggregating $132,000,000 aclear explanation 
is offered you, of how under the above practice a 
large debt night appear to exist. In this par- 
ticular agency the advance contemplated in our 
isjustration took on various forms under various 
contracts, which, however, were always subject te 
our approval. Against the commissions earped 
and to be earned, the members of this firm drew 
advances for living expenses, as betore referred 
to, and advances on account were made to some 
sub-agents, but at no time has the amount 
of money advanced to L. C. Vanuxem & Co,, ex- 
ceeded the value of theirentire business. Under 
this system of organization it bas been possibile 
for a single tirm%eo handie a large territory, and 
by creating arenewal interest (in this case of 
very large proportions), we have avoided fre- 
quent ehanges in general agents. and have 
largely escaped the danger of having our busi- 
ness carried to other companies by an agent 
whose interest in any given policy ceased with 
the first year of its existence, 

In this way Messrs. L. C. Vanuxem & Co. have 
done for years a targer business than the entire 
new business of several of the smaller life insur- 
ance companies, and the larzest business of any 
single lite agency In the United States. 

It has been done at a reasonable expense, 
and the cost of its procurement has been inciuded 
each year in the disbursements of the company. 

The whole theory of this organization and the

the general agent or manager to procure 
at the lowest possibie cost, inorder that alter a 
period of years he may begin to realizea return 
commensurate with the work done. Asthe cost 
of the business is charged off each year, it be- 
comes necessary to keep with the manager a blot- 
ter or subledger, and the items are brought 
forward frum time to time. Of course this, under 
the illustration, would show foran office doing 
$20,000,000 of new business ina year,and fora 
series of years, a large apparent debt, and the su- 
serintendent of insurance, instead of viewing the 

usineéss as we have done ass mply business paid 
for, declined to go into this subledger and spread 
before you the apparent debt. Itis of first im- 
portance that you understand clearly that this 
money is not due from L.C. Vanuxem & Co., in 
the ordinary acceptance of the word “debt.” It 
is due under the terms of their contract, at such 
times as the commissions earned on the business 
done will liquidate the money advanced from 
time to time for the conduct of the business. 

It has not been squandered by them nor re- 
tained by them—it has not benefited 
them personally, and never can, until 
as stated, the earnings of their business have liq- 
uidated a}! money drawn for every purpose under 
the contract, including advances and agency ex- 
pense of every kind; and here let me call your at- 
tention to an extremely important fact which ap- 
plies to ull discussion of agency matters by the 
superintendent, and which he forgot to mention, 
namely: That these advances in every case were 
charged to expenses in the company’s books when 
the advances were made, and that the company 
has never counted them as a part of its assets or 
surplus. 

The superintendent, therefore, instead of un- 
earthing with great difficulty something the com- 
pany desired to conceal, as he states, practically 
set Up an arbitrary standard of what he thought 
our business ought to cost in any given year, and 
charged up asa debt the difference between his 
opinion and ours. 

It would ve scarcely less unjust to the company 
had he aijleged, in any given year, that the aggre- 
gate paid for the account of the business of that 
year, Was one or two millions teo large, and in his 
report had set this up as a sum due from the men 
to whom it was paid. 

Right here I desire to state, and I state it with 
all due respect for the opinion of the official with 
whosé conclusions I differ, that in matters of this 
character the conclusions of men who have had 
thirty years experience in this business, as to the 
propriety of paying a given sum for a given 
volume of business (they alone being conversant 
with all the surrounding circumstances and con- 
tingencies) are as likely to be correct in the inter- 
ests of policy huiders, as the opinion of a gentile- 
wan, whe, while eminently qualified for the 
duties of his otftice, cannot be credited with 
special knowledge in the particular interests DOW 
under discussion. 


Spanish-American Department. 


The superintendent naturally treats at some 
length the affairs of the Spanish-American de- 
partinent. 

The invitatiomextended to him by our board of 
trustees to examine the condition of this company 
was called out chiefly by an incorrect and mis- 
leading statement, relative toan alleged defalca- 
tion, by one of its managers, for which the com- 
pany, it was stated, alone must suffer. I shall refer 
principally in the matters discussed by the super- 
intendent under this bead, to this central, and to 
you most important question. The fact is that 
Mr. J. Merzbacher, one of the managers at that 
time, of the Spanish-American department, be- 
came a deftaulter for a large amount. 

The statement originally published that Mr. 
Merzbacher defaulted direct to the company._was 
anerror, Uuder the contract which we had with 
the two managers of the Spanish-American de- 
partment each became responsible for the actions 
of both, and Mr. Sanchez, the other geveral man- 
ager at this time,and the manager of the Span- 
isu-American department at the present time, 
accepted, underthe terms of his contract, full 
responsihility for the Merzbacher shortage. 

This shortage consists of two parts, a direct 
theft by Mr. Merzbacher trom Mr. Sanchez of 
$419,822.92, and $119,059.10, which was an overpay- 
ment by Mr. Merzbacher to the former general 
manager of the Spanish-American department. 

Since the date on which the accounts were made 
up and the shortage definitely determined, the 
item of $119,009.10 has been considerably reduced 
on the books of the company by accrued renewal 
commissions retained by Mr. Sanchez and by him 
turned over to thecompany in cash. The larger 
item representing the money appropriated for his 
personal use by Mr. Merzbacher has been reduced 
since December 31, 1890, by $166,671.89, leaving a 
balance due January 1, 1892, of $253,151.03, 

The actual net profits for the year 1891 to this 
department have not yet been fully determined, 
but its balance sheet shows that they will not fall 
short of $100,000. 

This leaves the balance due the company on this 
account on this date asum but little in excess of 
$150,000, for which the company also holds abund- 
ant security. ‘The superintebdent closes his 
review of the Spanish-Ameri¢tan department with 
the words: ‘From the foregoing faets, we must 
conclude that Sanchez and Merzbacher were 
treated with a degree of liberality inconsistent 
with the best interests of the company.” 

That conclusion is not correct. The depart- 
ment has always been eminently successful and 
its Duéiness has been obtained at a normal cost. 

3. Dinkenspiel. The superintendent expresses 
the opinion that S. L. Dinkenspiel was retained too 
long #8 an agent of the company. 

Mr. Dinkenspiel secured for us a large amount 
of desirabie business. The men whom he insured 
were ainong the wealthiest and most influential 
in the cities where he worked. It came to my 
knowledge, however, after a time, that his busi- 
ness methods were objectionable, and for that 
reason, in the year 1889, his agency terminated. 

Mr. Dinkeuspiel’s contract comes under the gen- 
eral illustration cited above, except that he wasa 
personal solicitor only, and many modifications 
were nade toenable himto handle the peculiar 
cjass of business which he wrote. Advances were 
made for the same purpose. Itis probable, how- 
ever, that while there 1s today on our books a large 
volume of business of the best quality, written by 
Mr. Dinkenspiel, a reasonable renewal interest 
will not finally liquidate the advances made, and 
thatthis busmess will ultimately cost us :inore 
thanit should. For any error in judgment in ein- 

loying this man, as well as for any ultimate !oss, 

do not desire to eScape from any proper re- 
sponsibility. f 

Mr. Loomis L. White. The superintendent of 
insurance discussed at some length the relations 
which have existed for about sixteen years be- 
tween the New York Life Insurance Company and 
Mr. Loomis L. White, a member of its board of 
trustees and of its finance committee, and two 
questions are raised. 

First, as to whether or not a firm, a member of 
which was a member of the company’s board of 
trustees and of its finance committee, could act for 
it as brokers without having the opinions of such 
trustee as to the value of securities colored by 
the probable commission which the firm would re- 
ceive on such transactions. Second, whether or 
not the company had the right to purchase securi- 
ties through such a firm of brokers. The first 
question may be briefly disposed of without 

iscussion by a simple statement of the 
results. In the years covered by Mr. White’s con 
nection with the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany about sixty-five million dollars’ worth of se- 
curities have been purchased by the company’s 
finance committee, and a considerable portion of 
this through the firmof which Mr. Whiteisa

Upon the success 
or failure of this earnest and patriotic effort 
is staked the return to that prosperity which 
agriculture bas seen within the spanof a life- 
time. Itis sad to see dilapidated farmhouses 
d mansions crumbling in decay, but there is 
la cheering promise in this organized effort to 
ut agriculture again on the high plane of in- 
jependence and liberal development. 
The work begun here today with the hold- 
ing of the first fariners’ institute in Georgia 
promises to havea profound infiuence in the 
future of the state. 
The farmers seem to feel it, and both Dr. 
White and Dr. Hunnicutt are deeply in earn- 
st. The large attendance at the first meeting 
indicates that the farmers will take advantage 
pf the opportunity for bringing the fruits of the 
orld’s experience to their own doors.

ywbhacks of farm life. Communal life, in 
hich the farmers of a district place their 
uses together, so as to form a village, is the 
iedy. It gives at once social, educational 

id commercial advantages. It will brighten 
m life, make it more progressive, and keep 
in touch $rith the spirit of the age.”’ 

It is not About communal life, however, that 
Dr. White is talking now. The first and tke 
fundamental work is to put agriculture on a 
high plane, where those who _ pursue 
apply to it the same education 
the same intelligence that other 
@cupations demand and receive. As he said 
ip his talk today, there is more need for intel- 
lgence in farming than in any other occupa 
tion requiring manual labor. 

“The farmers organize and vote in their 
Meetings for certain men and policies, as is 
tight, for every citizen has a profound interest 
ingovernment, but when they go out, they 
must rely upon their own management to 
makea living. Railroad men organize and 
meet and vote in the same way, but when they 
fo out they have no more concern 
bat to perform their accustomed 
duties, for the business of the great 
corporations they work for is managed 
BM headjuarters. They are like so many 
machines. The farmer, on the contrary, has to 
ase his wits to conduct the business, and the 
success of it depends upon training and intelli- 
geut nanagement.”’ 

Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt, of the agricultural col- 
lege, makes a valuable co-laborer with Dr. 
White. He has whatis known as the ‘“‘hal- 
lelujah lick’? and never fails to entertain a 
crowd. He has been a farmer himself and is 
touched with a feeling of their intirmities. 
With Dr. White’s thorough knowledge of 
scientific agriculture, Dr.. Hunnicutt’s quali- 
ties make an etlective combination. 

Both gentlemen made telling speeches here 
today to a courthouse full of farmers, who 
listened closely to everything that was said 
and showed by their questions that they were 
cisposed to go tothe bottom of everything. 
The farmer is intensely practical and here, as 
elsewhere, proposed in his question the test of 
experience. ! 

Dr. White gained their confidence by saying 
that probably the most distinguished scientist 
of the day was Huxley, and he had said that 
science 1s “organized common sense.’ 

The important aim of Dr. White’s talk was 
to show the relations of air and water and soil 
to the life of a plant. First, he said that of 
100 pounds of green plant, sixty to eighty 
pounds were water and only twenty or forty 
pounds dry stuff. Of the forty pounds of dry 
stuff, about thirty-nine have been taken from 
the air and one from the soil. 

He showed that the material taken by the 
plant from the air was not the oxygen or ni- 
trogen, but the earbonic acid gas, of which 
about ninety pounds were contained in the 
air Over an acre, up toa height of fty feet.

audience rose to give his experience. He said 
he always returned his cotton seed to the soil 
and put acid phosphate on them and he found 
that beat commercial fertilizer every time. 

Perhaps the most important point of Dr. 
White’s talk was the statement that but a 
smal) portion of the plant food in the soil can 
be utilized by a crop, and that amount taken 
up depends on the condition of the soil. The 
mineral plant food must be wWissolved. 
The process of dissolution is seen 
ina rock disintegrating under the operation 
of water, heatand cold. It finally crambles 
and becomes sand orclay. This disintegration 
of mineral matterin the soilis hastened by 
stirring or plowing deep, by putting in organic 
matter, such as stable manure, and by opera- 
tion of the roots of grasses. Frost is a great 
disintegrating agencyalso. By promoting this 
the farmer resists nature and hastens the dis- 
integration which makes the plant food in the 
soil available. When little of itis available, 
the use of fertilizers is a waste 

money. When the soil is in 
fine condition large quantities of 
fertilizer may be used with protit. Thus, while 
the peasants of Ireland, using 250 pounds of 
fertilizer per acre, are poorest, the farmers of 
Bavaria use a ton to the acre and make it pay. 
The difference is due to the condition of the 
soil and the more thorough dissolution of min- 
eral water. . 

Dr. White said some farmers had remarked 
that they could raise bacon for 10 cents, but 
could buy it 2 cents cheaper. This was a mis- 
take. For chemical! reasons it was cheaper to 
raise the bacon, because the manure was 
worth more than the difference in the price. 

‘“T have seen farming in a geod many 
countries of this world,”’ said he, ‘‘and I have 
never seen it prosperous where only one crop 
was planted. The soil is so constituted thar 
it must rest, and crops must be alternated.” 

Dr. Hunnicutt followed on the same line. 
He said that the people little realized the pro- 
found effect for good there was in this under- 
taking. ‘‘Fora long time,” said he, ‘‘the in- 
telligence and education of this country have 
been going to the finance, railroads and _ busi- 
ness. Now some of it must go to the farm. 
The intellectual farmer of the country 
must return to agriculture, and 
when that is done, instead of being the most 
rksome of all persuits, farming will become 
the most delightful and independent.” 

Dr. Whiteand Dr. Hunnicutt both expressed 
the opinion thet cotton would continue to be 
the great product of this country. 

‘*‘The reason why I say so,’’ said Dr. White, 
‘fis that wé can beat the world raising it. Rus- 
sia, India, Egyfitand Brazil have all tried and 
their efforts are failures compared with ours. 
God has givem us'tho climate and soil for it. 
We may resolve to plant less and then go 
home and double it, separately, as we will 
probably do, but the way to make 
money in cotton is to make it for less than it 
sells for. That cannot be done except by di- 
versified farming, alternating crops, using 
manure, keeping the land in fine condition 
and then fertilizing liberally.’’ 

Dr. Hunnicutt said the way to come out 
on cotton was to make no debt which there 
was nothing in sight to pay, and to plow deep 
and make cotton. 

One of the farmers said it was useless to 
talk about deep plowing without a corn crib. 

The discussion got so interesting that several 
prominent farmers rose in their seats and 
made eloquent appeals for scientific agricul- 
ture. One of them was pathetic in lis des- 
cription of a part of Coweta county, where the 
ante-bellum mansious are mouldering in decay 
and their only tenants are the owls and the 
bats which fly in and out of the windows. In 
his youth he had seen the homes of prosperous 
planters who were now penniless. 

There is no doubt that the first institute 
made itsimpression, and the farmers went 
home full of earnest resolve to do their 
work upon the thorough and independent 
plan which scientific agriculutre has pointed 
out. The institute was permanently organized 
bv the election of Dr. L. M. McGee president 
and Captain J. R. McCollum sécretary. 

Dr. White and Dr. Hunnieutt went to 
Griftin where they will hold an institute 
Thursday. From there they go to Guyton, 
Waycross, Thomasville, Albany, Cuthbert 
and Fort Valley. They will have an inter- 
esting report to make at the meeting of the 
State Agricultural Society next week.

DR. WHITE SAYS IT’S GREAT SPORT. 


A Game Between the University of Geor- 


gia and the Military College of Auburn, 
Ala.—Interest Warming Here. 


Football is the go, and already the lovers of 
this sport are warming with enthusiastic in- 


terest in the game to be played in Atlanta be- 
tween the University of Georgia and the Ala- 
bama Military college teams.

‘The university team I believe is now nego- 
tiating with the Auburn boys, and they have 
about agreed to meet here in Atlanta on the 
20th of this month to play an interstate col- 
legiate gaine. If they do, and they say there 
is no doubt of the game taking place, you may 
look for some exciting sport. 

“More than fifteen thousand people 
watched the game in Athens and 
their hair stood upright with thrilling excite- 
ment while the game lasted. If they come to 
Atlanta to play their game the people here 
will certainly have a jolly day of it. They 
will see some athletic sport that is, indeed, 


worth seeing. Everybody should go to see ; 


the game, by all means. 

“The university players are very well 
trained, and I understand that the Auburn 
men are equally so. The Atlanta game will 
be ten to one more exciting than the game 
against Mercer.”’ 

There is another item to be considered, and 
thatis, that the grounds at Piedmont park are 
far better than those of the university campus. 
The grand stand and ievel field spreading out 
before it with solid elastic sod atford an arena 
that will rival that of Berkeley oval. 

Negotiations are now being wade to secure 
the Peidmont exposition grounds. It is be- 
lieved that there will be notrouble at all in 
getting the grounds for the boys. It 
goes without saying that Atlanta will be 
in the grand stand en masse that-day.
